GOVERNOR VETOES 5 BEAR VALLEY ROAD 


49 BUDGET RAISES! 10 BE COMPLETED 





Governor Richardson today an- 


nounced to the Assembly that he 
had eliminated from the budget bill 
a large number of items of appro- 
priation and had reduced _ others. 
There are forty-nine items put in by 
the Legislature as amendments to 
the budget bill to which he objects. 
The Governor eliminates all of the 
specific references to recurrent ap- 
propriations and rests on the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General as to 
the general provisions in Section 1 
of the act. The Governor vetoed all 


of the increases made by the Legis-, 


lature, aggregating $1,170,049.68. He 
said: “If the reactionary spend- 
thrifts could have had their way the 
budget total would probably have 
reached $125,000,000. The reductions 
and eliminations made by me bring 
the budget total to a figure $12,- 
006,000 less than the $91,865,000 of 
appropriations of 1921.” In vetoing 
the increases made: by the Legis- 
lature he says: “All of these in- 


creases are returned to you without | 


my approval, thus saving the tax- 
payers, who ultimately pay every 
dollar of the tax, more than one 
million dollars.” The total of the 
budget after the Governor had fin- 
ished his vetoing is $79,754,336.55. 

The raises made by the Legislature 
and which the Governor has vetoed 
are State Board of Health, Railroad 
Commission, Industrial Farm for De- 
linquent Women, Teachers Colleges 
and California Polytechnic School. 
The Industrial Accident Commission 
was cut $14,000, as that amount was 
added in the original budget in an- 
ticipation of work to be done in 
mining inspection, but the Legis- 
lature having failed to approve the 
consolidation plan that amount is 
unnecessary. 

The Governor has also cut down 


the appropriation of the Superinten- | 


dent of Public Instruction for print- 


ing from $30,000 to $25,000, claiming | 


that that amount is sufficient. The 
Governor also vetoed the proposition 
of allowing the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction 1 per cent from 
the appropriations for the Teachers 
Colleges ‘on the ground that it was 


unnecessary and a wilful waste of 
the money of the taxpayers. The 
director of education has an ample 


amount to run his department if it 
is put on an efficient and business- 
like basis.” 


The Governor reduced the allow-! 


ance for the California School for 
the Deaf and Blind to the original 
figure and says that the amount al- 
lowed “is ample for the support of 
this institution, which has been more 
liberally treated by the budget than 
by any other in the history of Cali- 
fornia.”’ He reduced the appropria- 
tion for buildings to $90,000, his 
original figure, “for the reason that 
it is not expedient to build more 
than one building during the next 
biennial period, even if the state 
had sufficient funds with which to 
build more. The lack of buildings 
for this institution is due to the 
failure of those responsible to care 


for it at the last session of the Legis:! an
